Lady Astor bid au-r«volr to Dan- 
ville today after a visit to her birth- 
place unique perhaps In'local annals 
for Its warmth and slricerlty, and leav- 
ing behind her a new conception of 
the BO ofteh misconstrued nobility and 
a real affection not only for her but 
also her stalwart husband In the 
hearts of the people she considers her 
"home folks." 
Nancy Astor went through a pro- 
gram throughout the course of yes- 
terday that would have exhausted the 
average woman. Called on for im- 
promptu speeches apart from her two 
'set" addresses, whirled here, there 
and everywhere, attending functions, 
dinners and teas she was "on the go" 
from early morning until late last 
night. She was up betimes this morn- 
ing, fresh and not one whit less active 
than she' was yesterday. She and her 
husband with Mrs. Gibson held a sort 
of informal levee in the parlors of the 
Burton at which Colonel Carrington 
and several members of the reception 
committee waited upon her with rela- 
tives. Lady Astor had a bright word 
for everyone, a smile, a sly jest and 
even a wink or two. She personally 
thanked the hotel management and 
shook hands with the chef. As she 
left the hotel to enter a car on her 
way to the station she found 50 T. P. 
A. delegates who apparently were ob- 
livious of the fact that the hour for 
the convening of their last session was 
at hand. She shook hands with them. 
"I know you old drummers" she said, 
"now you keep everything going over 
here, don't let them run down the old 
country and don't pay any attention 
to those German-Americans. If Eng- 
land misbehaves herself I'll be the 
first one-to let you know about it." 
There was a short wait at the sta- 
tion where a number of people had 
gathered to see her. In many cases 
there were people who missed the op- 
portunity and who wanted to have a 
look at this remarkable woman who 
took the town by stor myesterday on 
an expedition leaving a trail of ad- 
miration and good will in her wake 
The departure of the train wa snot 
without another obvious sentiment.

The order was Issued by Examiner 
Latham after consultation with the 
State Corporation Commission and 
the closing is in the name of the com- 
mission. A notice posted on the bank 
door reads: "Closed by order of the 
StateCorporatlon Commission, Clar- 
ence Latham, bank examiner." 
Basil H. Hedgecock, cashier of the 
bank, who has been under arrest for 
ihe past two days but has been allow- 
ed freedom under/ custody of a police- 
man, was in Greensboro conferring 
with hi slawyers^When word came 
that the bank was closed. T. W. Al- 
•oertson, city prosecutor of High Point 
insisted that Hedgecock be placed In 
jail and kept there, and at 12:30 yes- 
terday Hedgecock was locked in the 
Guilford county jail. He raised no 
objection and In fait seemed some- 
what relieved. 
Withdrawals of deposits from the 
bank, which have been made steadily 
since Monday morning* when th< 
shortage first became known, mount 
ed yesterday morning almost to the 
size of a run on the bank. There was 
no long line but a steady flow of de 
positors kept bank officials busy dur- 
ing the first hour and beyond question 
a large sum has been withdrawn. No 
objection was made by bank officials 
to the closing, so far- as can be learn- 
ed. On the contrary there are indica- 
ions that they are glad Examiner La- 
ham closed the doors.'

The climax of the after-dinner 


speaking program at the banqaet.of 
the Travcles' Protective Association 
of America came 
unexpectedly 
to 
most of those present when Lord and 
Lady Astor appeared and Were ush- 
ered Into the bis dining room at: Hyl- 
ton Hall about 10 o'clock last night 
4s soon as the fact of the cpming^of 
Danvmc"honored and now doubly 
beloved 
daughter 
was announced, 
there was a sudden bustle and alert- 
ness cverwhere, the doorway was 
cleared of diners and of chairs which 
^structed the aisle into the hall. 


As Lady Astor and Lord Astor en- 


ered the room, the entire party arose 
spontaneously 
and 
cheerea 
them. 


Coming just within the door accom- 
panied by Archibald P. Keen and a 
ew others, chairs were thrust aside 
o provide a place for.a speaker to 
stand", and face the audience spread 
ike a fan before her. Lady Astor was 
presented by her host of the evening 
n a few words and when she arose to 
respond, a great wave of applause 
surged over the audience. 
In tne 
udgment of many of those who had 
leard all her addresses in this city 
the last of the day wa? to many re- 
spects the best, and while lightened 
with clever badinage and little hu 
morous touches, the speech was witha 
the most serious and probably th< 
most earnest she had made. 


Opening with % bit of amiable ban 
ter directed to the traveling men, th( 
speaker Informed them that she didn' 
want £b. buy any of their old good 
and "not to expect any such thing and 
more such pleasantry, Lady Astor soon 
turned to more serious themes an< 
among other things not touched upon 
at any length she told the audienc 
something about the war as s^een b 
one in England. In a sense It wa 
a delineation of the well known con 
servatism and reticence of tne wel 
bred ^Britisher, but as she proceede< 
she gave the travelers a glimpse o 
what England suffered In silence an 
told how the permitted the heroism 
and the sacrifices of the colonial troop 
to be lauded and proclaimed to th 
world, while nothing was said about 
their own, although the latter were 
ten fold greater. She related inci- 
d°r.ts of the British regiments deci- 
mated in that crucial autumn of 
1914 when they with their quiet hero- 
ism alone stood between the Germans 
and Paris. TKe speaker did not dis- 
parge the courage or the efficiency o 
the German army: On the contrary, 
s^i» recognized and conceded their 
wonderful fighting organization and 
then narrated some of the sacrifices 
of the British army in stopping the 
powerful and strategically planned 
rushes of that invading army. Most 
of the Incidents narrated were glean- 
ed*, first-hand by the speaker in the 
hospitals . One modest hero she en- 


': countered had every decoration pos- 


ible for a soldier, to win except the 
Victoria Cross, yet though desperate- 
y wounded and confined to hospital 
or months, nobody knew of his rec- 
jrd until it was literally 
dragged 
rom him. Another incident was that

of a friend of the speaker, a: titled 
Sritish v/oman "who had lost four 
sons, one only a few day/i before, yet 
n-ho hid her own sorrow and euter- 
aiiied a group of newly arrived sol- 
diers as a tribute and a stimulation 
of them. 
And the soldiers never 


.cnevr the situation until afterward 


vvhen they learned of it accidentally. 
Lady Aster's interest in tha Ameri- 


can boys when they came over and 
her efforts to shield them from the 
temptations to which boys far from 
lome and in barracks or camp were 
necessarily liable. Many of these lads 
had money and idle time, a dangerous 
combination, and thoughtful men and 
women felt that it was their duty to 
stimulate the characters of these boys 
-xnd to warn them of. the follies and 
temptations around them. 
One of 
those she encountered, she said was 
the only "lily white" boy she had 
ever seen. When she had asked him 
if he wanted to go into one of the 
booths provided for the protection 
and innocent enjoyment of the newly 


rrlved soldiers, the young man turn- 
d and ran precipitately and she nev- 
r saw him again. 
The »«•••«« 
ourse, was that the unsophisticated 
oldier ff had' mistaken 
her 
for 
a 


VThe> speaker In her easy and effec- 
tve" manner reinforced her_ plea for 
a closer Anglo-Saxon entente. 
She 


was not presenting the cause of Eng- 
land, nor the cause of America, but 
that of the Anglo-Saxon race upon 
which the station of world civiliza- 
tion "she believed absolutely depend- 
ed 
Her delineation of British char- 
acteristics and her .incidental tribute 
to that people" were merely designed 
to stimulate that larger and clearer 
understanding of each other by peo- 
ple of the same blood and language 
and the same ideals of government. 
Passing from this theme to its logi- 
cal sequence, she interjected a timely, 
and elective commendation of and 
plea'for a league of nations as the 
most effective guarantee against war. 
In a bit of pleasantry and some 
personal reminiscences, she related 
her reconcelyed and prejudiced atti- 
tude toward Waldorf Astor before she 
had come to know him, declaring 
Bluntly that she had declined to have 
him presented to her and added that 
she didn't want to meet him. When 
they "finally met and became acquaint- 
ed she had abandoned these precon- 
ceived ideas. This she mentioned by 
way of emphasizing her "point that if 
two'peoples really knew each oth- 
er as they are and howMn all reat es- 
sentials they .were alike that lurking 
prejudice" between many people of 
the two nationalities would be elim- 
inated. 
. 
, ' 
The viscountess kept her hearers 
alternately laughing and applauding 
when she chose. and at other times 
elicted that tense attention that'be- 
tokens the acme of interest and sym- 
pathy. When she finally thanked her 
hearers for their attention, and re- 
sumed her seat there was long an* 
persistent applause. 
• 
- 
Amid cries of "Astor" or "LordvAs- 
tor" and when in response to the 
growi '£ insistence of these calls he 
was about to be presented, Lady Astor 
in that quiet imperious way of hers 
interrupted with: 'No, let me intro- 
duce him." And she did. in a simple, 
sincere manner, and withal in a hand- 
some tribute noteworthy for its im- 
pressiveness and her sincere appre- 
ciation of the man. 
- 
As Lord Rstor rose, the whole au- 


dience also rose en masse and with- 
out suggestion but rather with re- 
markable spontaneity and gave the 
visitor a remarkable, 
greeting, its 
warmth and" universality rivalling any 
accorded his charming anfl brilliant 
wife! Responding the speaker In his 
easy, modest and almost diffldent:man- 
ner, expressed his surprise and ap- 
preciation- at the wonderful welcome 
which had been accorded Lady Astor 
and thanked the people of her native 
State for the cordiality and genuine- 
ness of their greeting. 
With a -mod- 
est reference to himself he gave pre 
cedence to his wife, in. the- honors 
that had come to them ffbm English- 
men and irt the course of his informal 
addjress he paid her perhaps the 
handsomest appreciation which has 
been accorded her since her arrival 
in this country. 
• Turning to International affairs and 
relations, he, too, pleaded for that 
large and better understanding of each 
other by British and Americans and 
pleaded for stimulated trade relations 
as one of the most effective'means of 
bringing it about. Citing the recent 
Washington conference in which rep- 
resentatives of various' powers had 
gathered around the table and learned 
to know each other's needs, feelings 
and -viewpoints from such close and 
itimate knowledge of each other, he 
pleaded for an even larger under- 
standing, a iQ^iue of nations. 
At the contusion of the speeches, 
the travelers by oral resolution gave 
the speakers an enthusiastic rising 
vote of appreciation and .thanks. Fol- 
lowing the speaking, an informal re- 
ception ensued at which the visitors 
shook hands with nearly all present.
